PREFACE 


COMMUNITY-BASED  SERVICES  FOR  THE  DEVELOPMENT  ALLY  DISABLED 

Over  a  decade  ago,  community— based  programs  for  the  developmentally  disabled  were  almost  non-existent.  The  only 
services  available  to  children  were  special  education  school  services.  The  alternatives  for  adults  were  to  remain  at  their 
family  home  with  virtually  no  services,  or  placement  in  one  of  the  state  institutions.  Since  the  early  1970's,  both 
society's  view  of  disabled  people  and  the  help  offered  to  these  individuals  and  their  families  has  changed.  An  array  of 
appropriate,  cost  effective  community —based  service  programs  have  been  developed  to  provide  alternatives  to  placement 
in  state  institutions. 

Montana's  thrust  for  providing  quality  services  to  its'  developmentally  disabled  citizens  calls  for  more  normalized  and  less 
institutional  program  settings,  integration  with  non-disabled  people  and  concern  for  individual  rights.  To  assure  the 
quality  of  the  community— based  programs,  the  State  of  Montana  has  recently  adopted  the  Accreditation  Council  for 
Services  for  Mentally  Retarded  and  Other  Developmentally  Disabled  Persons  (ACMRDD)  service  standards. 

Presently,  the  institution  populations  have  been  reduced  to  about  200  residents  at  Montana  Developmental  Center 
(formerly  Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital)  and  55  residents  at  Eastmont.  Meanwhile,  community  -based  programs 
for  the  developmentally  disabled  now  serve  over  2,000  people.  During  fiscal  year  1986  and  1986,  the  community-based 
service  programs  are  being  expanded  to  meet  additional  needs.  However,  this  expansion  will  not  provide  the  necessary 
services  to  all  of  the  approximately  1 ,000  persons  who  are  on  waiting  lists. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  STRUCTURE 

GOVERNOR'S  OFFICE 

Funding  for  community— based  services  to  developmentally  disabled  persons  is  contained  within  the  State's  Executive 
Budget.  The  Governor's  Office  is  responsible  for  presenting  the  budget  for  this  program  to  the  Legislature  every  two 
years.  The  Legislature  reviews  the  budget  request,  hears  public  testimony  on  the  program,  and  determines  the  funding 
appropriation  for  the  next  biennium.  Governor  Ted  Schwinden  has  shown  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  support  for 
providing  community— based  services  to  the  developmentally  disabled.  He  has  personally  visited  many  of  the  service 
programs  around  the  state  through  the  State  Capital  for  a  Day  program. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIAL  AND  REHABILITATION  SERVICES 

The  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  (SRS)  is  responsible  for  developmental  disabilities  community- 
based  service  programs.  Department  Director,  Dave  Lewis,  demonstrates  an  advocacy  role  for  disabled  individuals  with 
his  support  of  existing  community— based  programs  and  his  commitment  to  continue  to  address  unmet  needs.  There  are 
several  divisions  within  SRS  that  have  assigned  responsibilities  for  services  to  the  developmentally  disabled.  Community 
Services  Division  provides  case  management  services  to  all  adults  receiving  services  through  social  workers  located  in 
county  social  service  offices.  Economic  Assistance  Division  administers  the  Medicaid  program  which  provides  for 
medical  and  Medicaid  waiver  services  to  many  individuals.  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Division  provides  for  vocational 
evaluations,  work  training  and  job  placement  for  people  who  have  graduated  from  community— based  services.  The 
Developmental  Disabilities  Division  has  the  primary  responsibility  for  community— based  services  to  developmentally 
disabled  people. 

DEVELOPMENTAL  DISABILITIES  DIVISION 

The  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  contracts  for  services  with  56  non-profit  corporations  in  33  cities  throughout 
Montana.  The  Division  is  responsible  for  fiscal  accountability  of  these  contracts  and  for  monitoring  the  quality  of 
training  services  provided.  Policies  and  procedures  for  these  services  are  developed  by  the  Division,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Administrator,  Dennis  M  Taylor.  Division  staff  assist  in  the  planning  for  training  objectives  on  behalf  of  clients, 
and  also  provide  technical  and  training  assistance  to  contracted  service  program  staff.  The  state  is  divided  into  three 
Areas,  each  having  an  area  manager  and  training  and  contract  managers  on  staff.  Area  I  Developmental  Disabilities 
Division  is  located  in  Billings,  with  satellite  offices  in  Glasgow  and  Miles  City.  The  Area  II  Developmental  Disabilities 
Division  is  located  in  Great  Falls,  with  a  satellite  office  in  Kalispell,  And  Area  III  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  is 
located  in  Helena,  with  satellite  offices  in  Butte  and  Missoula. 
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INTRODUCTION 


PURPOSE  OF  THE  SERVICE  DIRECTORY 

This  directory  provides  summary  information  on  each  community  -based  service  program  receiving  funding  through 
contracts  with  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  (DDD),  plus  information  on  other  organizations  and  agencies  that 
provide  services  and/or  support  to  persons  with  developmental  disabilities.  It  was  developed  for  use  by  all  persons 
involved  in  the  service  delivery  system.  The  services  available  vary  from  town  to  town  and  each  of  the  service  programs 
have  unique  features.  Many  programs  supplied  pictures  to  better  describe  their  unique  features.  All  of  the  clients  who 
appear  in  the  pictures  have  given  their  permission  to  have  their  pictures  included  in  this  publication.  Some  of  the 
information  in  the  directory  is  subject  to  change,  therefore,  the  directory  will  be  updated  periodically. 

OVERVIEW  OF  THE  DIRECTORY 

The  directory  is  divided  into  the  following  sections:  I)  Summary  information  on  contracted  community— based  service 
programs  is  organized  according  to  the  three  DD  Division's  administrative  Areas  and  then  alphabetized  by  town. 
II)  Summary  information  on  other  organizations  and  agencies  providing  support  and/or  services  to  persons  with 
developmental  disabilities  is  organized  alphabetically  by  agency  title.  Ill)  Telephone  and  address  index  is  alphabetized 
by  agency /program.  IV)  Service  and/or  subject  index  of  programs  and  agencies  summarized  is  alphabetized  according 
to  subject  and  then  by  program. 


GLOSSARY 


COMMUNITY  RESOURCES 


DD  Service  Providers  —  A  listing  of  contracted  non-profit  corporations  is  provided  for  each  town.  Some  towns  have 
several  corporations,  each  providing  different  service  programs.  In  other  towns,  all  services  may  be  provided  by  a  single 
corporation.  Each  non-profit  corporation  has  a  Board  of  Directors  comprised  of  local  citizens,  which  enhances  com- 
munity involvement  and  responsibility  for  the  services  provided.  The  Board  is  responsible  for  hiring  an  Executive 
Director,  who  manages  the  service  programs  and  hires  direct  program  staff. 

Generic  Services  —  Are  supportive  services  available  in  the  town  that  handicapped  persons  may  need,  such  as  medical  and 
therapy  services.  Some  towns  have  client  advocacy  programs,  where  people  in  the  community  volunteer  to  be  "special 
friends"  to  individual  developmental ly  disabled  persons. 

DD  Division  Staff  and  DD  Casemanagers  —  The  Division  staff  directly  responsible  for  monitoring  the  service  program  in 
each  town  are  listed.  Also  listed  are  the  social  workers  responsible  for  providing  casemanagement  to  the  clients.  Case- 
management  duties  include  referral  to  appropriate  services,  arranging  six  month  planning  meetings  to  establish  training 
objectives  for  the  service  program  to  carry  out  for  each  client  and  communication  with  clients  and  their  families  to  keep 
them  involved  and  informed  in  the  service  planning  process. 

Screening  Committee  for  DD  Services  —  Each  town  has  a  screening  committee  which  reviews  waiting  lists  for  the  service 
programs  and  selects  persons  to  enter  when  there  is  a  service  opening.  The  committee  includes  staff  from  each  of  the 
service  programs,  social  service  staff  and  DD  Division  staff.  Larger  cities  have  screening  committee  meetings  at  least  once 
a  month,  while  smaller  towns  generally  have  meetings  when  service  openings  occur  or  at  least  every  six  months. 

Other  Organizations/ Agencies  —  These  organizations  provide  support  and/or  services  to  persons  who  are  developmentally 
disabled  but  do  not  contract  with  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division.  Summary  information  on  these  organizations 
is  provided  in  Section  II  of  the  directory. 
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CONTRACTED  SERVICES 

The  community -based  service  system  includes  a  variety  of  different  types  of  service  programs  to  better  meet  the  indi- 
vidualized needs  of  the  persons  served.  These  individuals  have  a  right  to  receive  training  and  basic  care  in  the  least 
restrictive,  most  normalized  community  setting  according  to  their  capabilities.  Obviously,  the  capability  for  learning  and 
growth  in  independent  functioning  will  vary  from  person  to  person,  but  the  opportunities  to  experience  changes  and 
more  independence  are  available.  The  various  types  of  services  are  designed  to  provide  different  levels  of  supervision, 
dependent  upon  the  needs  of  individual  persons.  Larger  cities  generally  have  a  more  extensive  array  of  different  types  of 
service  programs,  while  smaller  towns  are  usually  more  limited  in  the  services  available.  Services  summarized  in  the 
directory  are: 

PAY  SERVICES 

Basic  Life  Centers  —  Provide  day  training  services  to  adults  who  are  not  ready  for  vocationally  oriented  programs.  Many 
of  these  clients  do  not  have  all  primary  self-help  skills,  some  have  physical  handicaps  and  some  have  severe  maladaptive 
behaviors.  These  programs  must  have  higher  staff /client  ratios  to  serve  clients  with  more  intensive  training  needs.  There 
are  four  basic  life  centers  located  in  Helena,  Great  Falls,  Butte  and  Billings.  The  goal  of  this  service  is  to  prepare  the 
clients  to  move  to  regular  vocationally  oriented  day  services. 

Work  Activity  Centers  —  These  services  are  provided  to  adults  and  include  the  majority  of  day  programs  in  the  state. 
These  programs  provide  a  range  of  services  from  functional  academics,  job  skill  training,  and  actual  work  for  which 
clients  receive  reimbursement  for  their  production.  There  are  26  work  activity  centers  in  Montana.  The  goal  of  this 
service  is  to  prepare  clients  to  move  to  sheltered  workshops,  rehabilitation  programs  or  competitive  employment. 

Sheltered  Workshops  —  These  services  are  provided  to  clients  in  seven  facilities  which  have  joint  funding.  These  programs 
provide  services  similar  to  work  activity  centers  but  generally  have  more  specific  work  available  for  clients  and  easier 
access  to  rehabilitation  services  and  potential  job  placements.  The  goal  of  this  service  is  to  prepare  clients  for 
competitive  employment . 

Vocational  Placement  —  This  service  provides  job  placement  for  clients  into  competitive  employment  in  the  community. 
Training  for  the  job  and  follow  along  services  are  provided.  This  service  exists  in  Billings  Bozeman,  Helena,  Kalispell  and 
Great  Falls. 

Senior  Day  Programs  —  These  programs  are  not  vocationally  oriented,  but  rather  provides  training  and  activities  more 
specific  to  the  needs  of  the  elderly,  such  as  socialization  skills,  leisure  skills,  community  activities  and  maintenance 
of  self-help  skills.  These  special  services  better  meet  these  clients  need  for  a  more  relaxed,  flexible  program  with  less 
emphasis  on  production.  There  are  4  senior  day  programs,  located  in  Helena,  Great  Falls,  Billings  and  Butte. 

RESIDENTIAL  SERVICES 

Services  to  Families  —  Family  training,  respite  and  specialized  family  training  services  are  provided  to  natural  and  foster 
parents  with  developmentally  disabled  children.  There  are  6  primary  service  programs  providing  outreach  services  to 
developmentally  disabled  children  and  their  families.  They  are  located  in  Glasgow,  Miles  City,  Billings,  Great  Falls, 
Helena,  and  Missoula.  Each  of  these  programs  provide  outreach  services  in  multi-county  areas.  Family  Training  — 
provides  assistance  to  parents  in  training  their  own  child.  Respite  Services  —  provides  for  temporary  relief  periods  to 
parents  from  the  continuous  care  of  a  disabled  family  member.  Specialized  Family  Care  —  provides  extra  support 
services  for  natural  and  specialized  foster  homes  to  better  enable  them  to  keep  their  children  at  home. 

Children's  Group  Homes  —  These  homes  are  intended  to  serve  only  children  who  cannot  remain  in  natural  or  foster 
homes.  Many  of  these  children  have  serious  physical  and  medical  disabilities,  most  are  learning  primary  self-help  skills 
like  feeding  and  dressing,  and  some  have  serious  maladaptive  behaviors.  Without  these  homes,  there  would  be  few 
alternatives  for  these  children  except  placement  in  nursing  homes  or  institutions.    There  are  13  children's  group  homes. 

Intensive  Training  Homes  —  These  homes  are  needed  to  serve  adults  who  have  very  low  self-help  skills  or  have  serious 
maladaptive  behaviors  and  cannot  be  served  in  the  typical  8-person  group  home.  These  homes  provide  a  more  intensive 
level  of  training  and  supervision  with  fewer  clients  and  a  higher  staff/client  ratio.  The  goal  of  this  service  is  to  prepare 
the  client  to  move  to  a  less  restrictive,  regular  adult  group  home.  There  are  1 1  intensive  training  homes. 


Adult  Group  Homes  —  The  majority  of  adults  receiving  residential  services  are  living  in  typical  model  8-person  group 
homes,  with  two  staff.  Training  is  provided  to  help  clients  become  more  independent;  such  as  cooking,  housekeeping, 
and  leisure  skills  The  goal  of  this  service  is  to  enable  clients  to  move  to  transitional  or  independent  living.  There  are 
49  adult  group  homes  in  the  state 

Senior  Group  Homes  --  These  homes  are  intended  to  serve  the  elderly.  Training  is  provided,  with  the  primary  intent 
to  maintain  the  individuals'  skills  There  are  4  senior  group  homes  each  serving  8  individuals  with  two  homes  located  in 
both  Helena  and  Great  Falls. 

Transitional  Living  Services  —  This  service  was  recently  developed  to  provide  an  intermediate  step  between  group  home 
and  independent  living  and  promote  movement  out  of  the  group  homes.  This  service  model  provides  staff  to  train  and 
supervise  the  clients  who  are  more  responsible  for  doing  their  own  cooking,  shopping  and  cleaning.  The  clients  live  in 
congregate  apartments  with  a  staff  person  living  at  the  complex  for  supervision.  There  are  10  transitional  living  programs. 

Independent  Living  Training  —  Provides  support  services  to  enable  clients  to  live  in  their  own  apartments.  This  service 
provides  staff  to  visit  these  clients  as  needed  on  evenings  and  weekends  to  provide  training  in  independent  living  skills 
like  menu  planning  and  money  management  Staff  do  not  live  at  the  apartment  complex.  The  goal  of  this  service  is  to 
prepare  clients  to  live  independently  in  the  community.  There  are  21  independent  living  training  services. 

SUPPORT  SERVICES 

Adaptive  Equipment  -  The  Division  contracts  for  statewide  adaptive  equipment  and  consultation  services  for  physi- 
cally handicapped,  developmentally  disabled  persons.  The  program  staff  design  and  provide  specialized  equipment,  such 
as  wheelchairs.  The  main  office  is  in  Helena  with  satellite  offices  in  Kalispell  and  Billings. 

Evaluation  and  Diagnosis  Services  —  These  services  provide  comprehensive  evaluation  services  to  determine  handicapping 
conditions  and  recommend  needed  treatment  and  training  services.  There  are  2  programs  funded  by  the  Division,  located 
in  Missoula  and  Miles  City. 

Supplemental  Training  &  Support  Services  (OPI)  -  This  program  provides  supplemental  training  and  related  services  such 
as  physical  therapy  and  speech  therapy  to  preschool  children  using  Chapter  I  funds  provided  through  P.L.  89—313  and 
PL.  97-35 


DEFINITIONS  OF  TERMS 

Average  Waiting  List  —  There  are  about  1,000  developmentally  disabled  persons  on  waiting  lists  for  community— based 
service  programs  in  Montana  Therefore,  most  service  programs  do  have  waiting  lists  for  service  openings.  The  average 
waiting  list  is  the  approximate  number  of  persons  who  would  be  considered  for  an  opening  in  each  service  program. 

Clients  •    Are  the  number  of  persons  the  training  program  is  contracted  to  serve 

Staffing  Pattern  -  Is  the  number  of  training  staff  directly  working  with  the  clients,  not  administrative  staff. 

Accessibility  -  Describes  whether  the  program's  facility  is  designed  for  easy  mobility  of  persons  in  wheelchairs.  It  would 
include  the  entrance  work  areas  or  bedrooms  and  restroom  within  the  facility. 

Average  Monthly  Wages  -  For  day  training  programs  this  shows  the  lowest  and  highest  monthly  wages  that  are  paid  to 
clients  for  work  performed  at  the  program. 

Type  of  Clients  Served  —  This  information  is  provided  to  give  a  broad  indication  of  the  type  of  clients  currently  being 
served  in  the  program.  For  each  category,  both  the  number  of  clients  and  the  percentage  of  population  is  provided. 
Definitions  of  the  categories  are:  Physically  Handicapped  —  persons  who  are  in  wheelchairs  or  have  significant  mobility 
problems  due  to  blindness  cerebral  palsy,  etc  Senior  Client  —  client  who  is  55  years  or  older.  Behavior  Problems  — 
clients  with  severe  behavior  problems  which  can  cause  property  damage  or  injury  to  themselves  or  others.  These  clients 
would  require  specific  behavior  management  programming  for  the  service  program.  Low  Functioning  —  These  clients 
would  be  severely  or  profoundly  mentally  retarded,  generally  with  an  IQ  score  below  35.  High  Functioning  -  These 
clients  would  be  mild  to  moderately  retarded  generally  with  an  IQ  score  between  35  and  70.

Academic  Training:  Specific  training  is  designed  for  only  those  functional  academic  skills 
related  to  the  job  the  client  has  in  the  community,  such  as  time  telling,  time  clock  usage,  etc. 
Each  job  task  is  broken  down  to  determine  the  skills  needed  by  the  client  and  specific  training 
objectives  are  established  and  carried  out  for  this  training. 

Work  Available:  All  of  the  clients  served  in  this  program  have  real  competitive  jobs  in  the 
community.  Examples  of  jobs  that  clients  have  presently  include:  dishwashing,  busing  tables, 
laundry  worker,  fitting  room  attendant,  stock  clerk,  janitorial,  etc.  If  a  client  loses  a  job  or 
the  job  is  terminated,  the  project  attempts  to  locate  a  new  job  in  the  community  for  the  client. 

Comments:  The  program  finds  jobs  for  developmental ly  disabled  adults,  staff  go  on  the  job  site 
with  the  client  to  do  the  training  and  provide  long-term  advocacy  services.  The  priorities  for 
placement  are:  First  Priority  -  people  in  the  Sheltered  Workshop  or  other  DD  funded  day  services, 
Second  Priority  -  clients  on  the  waiting  list  for  a  DD  funded  day  program,  Third  Priority  -  people 
on  a  waiting  list  just  for  this  project.  Many  clients  in  the  workshop  have  signed  themselves  up 
on  waiting  lists  for  entering  this  job  placement  project.

Child- 
focused  training  includes  development  and  monitoring  of  training  programs  that  the  family  will 
implement  with  their  child.  Family-focused  training  includes  teaching  family  members  the  skills 
to  become  the  primary  intervention  agents  with  their  child.  The  training  areas  are  behavior 
management,  developmental  disabilities,  advocacy,  normalization,  and  legal  rights.  Client 
Training  includes  direct  intervention  in  training  by  STEP'S  Family  Trainer.  Family  Support 
includes  services  such  as:  use  of  family  support  money  (used  for  equipment,  evaluations,  therapy, 
etc.);  use  of  toys,  books,  equipment  from  the  loan  library;  social-emotional  support;  general 
education  information;  information  regarding  available  resources;  making  referrals  to  appropriate 
agencies;  and  follow-along  services.

Service  Description:  STEP  has  a  respite  care  program  which  will  help  families  have  access  to 
short-term  care  either  in  their  home  or  in  a  private  home  in  or  near  their  community.  The  respite 
care  program  recruits  and  trains  persons  who  are  willing  to  give  families  a  break  or  relief.  It 
also  provides  reimbursement  to  families  to  assist  them  in  covering  the  cost  of  relief  care  for 
their  developmental ly  disabled  members.  Families  who  desire  to  use  the  service  may  acquire  a  list 
of  trained  providers  from  the  secretary /coordinator.  The  list  will  include:  (1)  the  time  the 
provider  is  available;  (2)  whether  the  provider  prefers  to  care  for  children  or  adults;  and 
(3)  whether  the  services  will  be  in-home  (family's  home)  or  out-of-home  (provider's  home).  The 
parents  are  responsible  for:  (1)  choosing  a  name  from  the  prepared  list,  selecting  a  neighbor, 
relative  or  other  friend  to  provide  the  respite  service;  (2)  obtaining  receipts  for  services  from 
providers;  (3)  turning  in  the  receipts  for  services  at  the  end  of  each  month;  (4)  assuring 
providers  are  registered  with  STEP;  and  (5)  assisting  in  evaluating  the  service.

Type  of  Children  Served:  The  program  will  serve  those  developmental ly  disabled  children  (less 
than  22  years  of  age)  who  are  determined  by  a  statewide  review  panel  to  require  specialized 
services  or  they  would  be  in  jeopardy  of  institutional  placement  due  to  the  inability  of  the 
natural  or  foster  family  to  maintain  the  child  in  the  home  without  additional  resources.

Description  of  Service:  The  purpose  of  Specialized  Family  Care  is  to  prevent  placement  out-of- 
family  settings  and  to  create  movement  to  family  settings  from  more  restrictive  environments  for 
children  with  intensive  needs.  Specialized  Family  Care  refers  to  an  array  of  services  provided  in 
both  foster  and  natural  home  settings  which  are  developed  through  a  specialized  family  service 
plan.  Case  Management  Services  are  provided  and  generally  involve  locating,  coordinating  and 
monitoring  of  services  to  eligible  clients  and  their  families.  This  includes  developing  a  written 
individual  plan  of  care  for  each  client;  identifying  resources  needed  by  the  client  and  monitoring 
the  performance  of  direct  service  providers  who  provide  services  to  clients.  Due  to  the  intensive 
needs  of  the  child  and  thus,  of  the  child's  family,  specialized  resources  and  services  can  be  made 
available,  such  as  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy  and  respite  care.

Several  of  these  services  are:  use  of  family 
support  month  (used  for  equipment,  evaluations,  therapy,  etc.);  use  of  toys,  books  equipment  from 
the  loan  library,  social-emotional  support,  general  education  information;  information  regarding 
available  resources;  making  referrals  to  appropriate  agencies;  and  follow-along  services.

Service  Description:  Family  Training  includes  child-focused  and  family -focused  training.  Child- 
focused  training  includes  development  and  monitoring  of  training  programs  that  the  family  will 
implement  with  their  handicapped  child.  Family-focused  training  includes  teaching  family  members 
the  skills  they  must  possess  to  become  the  primary  intervention  agents  with  their  child.  The 
training  areas  are  behavior  management,  developmental  disabilities,  advocacy,  normalization,  and 
legal  rights. 

Client  training  includes  direct  intervention  in  training  by  Family  Outreach,  Inc. 's  Family 
Trainer.  This  kind  of  training  is  for  extraordinary  situations  where  the  Family  Trainer  develops, 
implements,  and  monitors  the  program. 

Family  support  includes  services  to  assist  the  family  to  develop  in  areas  that  are  beneficial  to 
the  handicapped  child  and  the  family  as  a  whole.  Several  of  these  services  are:  use  of  family 
support  money  (used  for  equipment,  evaluations,  therapy,  etc.);  use  of  toys,  books,  equipment  from 
the  loan  library;  social-emotional  support;  general  education  information;  information  regarding 
available  resources;  making  referrals  to  appropriate  agencies;  and  follow-along  services. 

Family  service  coordination  includes  assisting  the  family  in  obtaining  quality  services  through 
the  service  delivery  system  and  communication  between  agencies  providing  services  to  the  family. 

Information  and  referral  includes  informing  families  regarding  Family  Outreach,  Inc.'s  services;

Specialized  Family  Care  refers  to  an  array  of  services  provided  in  both  foster  and  natural  home 
settings  which  are  developed  through  a  specialized  family  service  plan  and  which  are  designed  to 
maintain  children  in  home  settings  who  otherwise  would  require  placement  in  a  more  restrictive 
setting. 

Case  Management  services  are  provided  and  generally  involve  locating,  coordinating,  and  monitoring 
of  services  to  eligible  clients  and  their  families.  This  includes  developing  and  coordinating  the 
written  individual  plan  of  care  (Specialized  Family  Services  Plan)  for  each  client;  locating, 
developing,  and  identifying  resources  and  services  for  each  client;  monitoring  and  managing  the 
implementation  of  the  individual  plans  of  care  (Specialized  Family  Services  Plan);  monitoring  the 
performance  of  direct  service  providers  who  provide  services  to  clients;  meeting  the  data  collec- 
tion and  reporting  requirement  of  the  Department;  maximizing  the  client's  (and  family's)  use  of 
services  and  existing  community  resources,  including  other  family  members,  church  members, 
friends,  and  volunteers;  and  purchasing  services.

Program  Purpose:  The  Adaptive  Equipment  Program  provides  specialized  adaptive  equipment  and  pro- 
gram consultation  to  multiply  handicapped  developmentally  disabled  clients.  The  primary  aim  of 
the  service  is  to  enhance  the  functional  ability  of  each  client  through  proper  positioning  and 
self-care  aids.  The  program  employs  three  registered  therapists  who  are  located  in  Helena, 
Billings  and  Missoula,  and  travel  to  the  client's  home  to  provide  the  service. 

Service  Description: 

1.  A  referral  form  must  be  sent  to  the  program  director  in  Helena  (contact  local  Child  &  Family 
Service  Provider  or  DDD  office  to  obtain  the  referral  form). 

2.  A  consultant  will  be  notified  and  an  appointment  made  to  conduct  a  needs  assessment. 
Involved  members  should  attend  the  initial  assessment,  including  parents. 

3.  An  evaluation  will  be  conducted  and  recommended  equipment,  programing  and  billing  arrange- 
ments will  be  discussed  with  all  concerned. 

4.  An  Individual  Habilitation  Plan  or  Individual  Education  Plan  will  be  used  as  a  recommending 
source  if  the  individual  is  involved  with  either. 

5.  If  adaptive  equipment  is  appropriate,  a  doctor's  referral  is  obtained.  Program  funding  for 
equipment  will  be  utilized  if  alternative  funding  sources  are  not  available.  The  equipment 
is  specially  designed  by  the  consultant  and  built  by  a  skilled  carpenter. 

6.  When  the  equipment  is  received,  the  project  director  makes  an  appointment  with  the  client  to 
fit  the  adapted  equipment.  Adjustments  are  made  at  this  time,  if  needed. 

7.  If  consultation  for  programming  is  needed,  the  activities  are  discussed  and  demonstrated  to 
the  family  or  other  people  who  will  carry  them  out. 

8.  Follow-up  visits  are  made  2  to  4  times  per  year  to  re-check  fit  and  appropriateness  of  the 
equ  ipment .

Several  of  these  services  are:  use  of  family 
support  money  (used  for  equipment,  evaluations,  therapy,  etc.);  use  of  toys,  books,  equipment  from 
the  loan  library;  social-emotional  support;  general  education  information;  information  regarding 
available  resources;  making  referrals  to  appropriate  agencies;  and  follow-along  services. 

Family  service  coordination  includes  assisting  the  family  in  obtaining  quality  services  through 
the  service  delivery  system  and  communication  between  agencies  providing  services  to  the  family.
